Proper adjustments and calibration of spraying equipment to give good canopy penetration and
coverage is essential for good disease control.

Nozzles

Equip sprayers with nozzles that provide accurate and uniform application.

Nozzles should be the same size and uniformly spaced across the boom.

Calibrate sprayer before use.

It is suggested that screens be used to protect the pump and to prevent nozzles from clogging.
Screens placed on the suction side of the pump should be 16-mesh or coarser.

Do not place a screen in the recirculation line.

Use 50-mesh or coarser screens between the pump and boom, and where required, at the nozzles.
Check nozzle manufacturer's recommendations.

Pump
e Use a pump with capacity to:
1. Maintain 35-40 psi at nozzles.
2. Provide sufficient agitation in tank to keep mixture in suspension - this requires recirculation of 10% of
tank volume per minute.
e Use a jet agitator or liquid sparge tube for agitation.
e Do not air sparge.

For more information on spray equipment and calibration, consult sprayer manufacturers and state
recommendations. For specific local directions and spray schedules, consult the current state agricultural
recommendations.

Mixing Instructions

e ACADIA 2 SCis a suspension concentrate (SC) formulation.

Prepare no more spray mixture than is required for the immediate operation.

Thoroughly clean spray equipment before using this product.

Agitate the spray solution before and during application.

Rinse spray tank thoroughly with clean water after each day's use and dispose of pesticide rinsate by
application to an already treated area.

ACADIA 2 SC Alone (No Tank Mix)

e Add 1/2 - 2/3 of the required amount of water to the spray or mixing tank.

With the agitator running, add ACADIA 2 SC to the tank.

Continue agitation while adding the remainder of the water.

o Apply with center pivot or continuous-move equipment distributing 1/2acre-inch or less during
treatment.

Allow sufficient time for pesticide to be flushed through all lines and all nozzles before turning off
irrigation water. A person knowledgeable of the chemigation system and responsible for its operation, or
under the supervision of the responsible person, shall shut the system down and make necessary
adjustments should the need arise.

Do not connect an irrigation system (including greenhouse systems) used for pesticide application to a
public water system unless the pesticide label-prescribed safety devices for public water systems are in
place.

Public water system means a system for the provision to the public of piped water for human
consumption if such system has at least 15 service connections or regularly serves an average of at least

25 individuals daily at least 60 days out of the year.
